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President Taft Delivers Address 


at Charlotte, IL IL 


APPOINTMENT OF A DEMOCRAT 


Furnishes the Chief Executive W ith 


an Opportunity to Expand Upon Hie 


Previously Expressed Views— Again 


Urges the Advisability of an Intel­ 


ligent Opposition Party— Looks for 


No Political Revolution in the South. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 21.—President 
Taft came to Charlotte, the home of 
the Mecklenburg declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, signed in May of 1775, and 
placed hiJFelf squarely on the side 
of those who look back upon this 
declaration as one of the first signifi­ 
cant steps which led ultimately to 
American independence. 
In his address the president clearly 
explained his policy toward the South. 
His own recent appointment of a 
Democrat to the federal bench in this 
state gave him an opportunity to ex­ 
pand upon his previously expressed 
views. 
Mr. Taft urged again the ad­ 
visability of an intelligent logical op­ 
position party. 
“I do not believe that we are on 
the point of a political revolution in 
the South,” said the president. 
“I 
never have had such a dream. 
W hat 
I do desire, and believe we are on 
the eve of, is a complete tolerance of 
opinion and that there shall grow into 
respect and power an intelligent fight­ 
ing opposition party in each state of 
tho Union.” 
The president’s political utterances 
were received with the same fervor 
of enthusiasm as his tribute to the 
signers of the Mecklenburg declara­ 
tion. 
Mr. Taft constantly was inter­ 
rupted by cheers. 
As to his appoint­ 
ment of a Democrat to the bench, the 
president declared that throughout 
the South he intended to pursue the 
policy he already had indicated of ap­ 
pointing to office only that man who, 
Republican or Democrat, can com­ 
mand the highest confidence and com­ 
mend himself to the community in 
wh*ch he lives. 


Plea for Political Tolerance. 
Mr. Taft’s plea for political toler­ 
ance in the South and his statem ent 
that he wonted the people of the 
South to know that the Washington 
government was not a government 
alien to them, had all the effect of 
extemporaneous utterances, for the 
president spoke without notes, once 
he had drifted into politics. 
A cloudburst breaking over the city 
just as the splendid military floral 
and civic parade was passing in re­ 
view before the president, promised 
serious consequences for a time. 
It 
set the densely packed throng in front 
of the reviewing stand into a panic 
and there was a wild rush for shelter. 
The president’s box was a goal for 
many men and women, and the chief 
executive had to be surrounded to 
save him from the crush. 
In the midst of the storm, a passing 
industrial float became entangled in 
a live electric wire and tore it from 
its support. 
While the confusion was 
at its height, there was a blinding 
flash of flame and a loud report not 
fifty yards from where the president 
stood. 
It developed later that a quan­ 
tity of powder which was to have been 
used for saluting purposes had been 
prematurely ignited. 
No one was in 
lured either in the explosion or in the 
crush about the reviewing stand.

drenching amT Tor a time it 'seemed 
that the frail canvas covering the re­ 
viewing stand would tumble about the 
heads 
of 
those 
beneath. 
Among 
•hose was Mrs. "Stonewall” Jackson. 
When she had met Mr. Taft earlier 
in the day she had earnestly ex­ 
claimed: 
"I am Indeed delighted to know 
that harmonizer of all our hearts.” 
President Taft spoke twice. 
The 
storm interfered with the programme 
for his addressing the public from the 
reviewing stand, and he spoke first 
in 
the 
Charlotte 
auditorium. 
The 
president then was driven two miles 
cut of the city and spoke to the col­ 
ored students of Biddle university.

St. Paul, May 21.—Governor John 
A. Johnson, when asked if he had read 
the statem ent made in the United 
States senate by Senator Bailey of 
Texas, in which Mr. Bailey criticised 
the governor for making alleged un­ 
truthful statem ents in regard to the 
minority in the senate in its attitude 
toward the tariff bill, said: 
"So far as Mr. Bailey is concerned 
I do not care to make any denial of 
the charges he makes, but I do care 
to have other senators in the South 
know' that I did not make the state­ 
ment that the railways of the South 
influenced any of the Southern sen­ 
ators. 
Nor did I make any statem ent 
reflecting on any senator from the 
South or any other section. 
* I did say that the Republican party 
would be held responsible for the re­ 
sult of the extra session and could not 
screen itself with the co-operation of 
a few Democrats acting with the con­ 
servative Republican element of the 
senate.”

Change Its Original Suggestions on 


W hite Lead and Cotton Seed Oil. 


Washington, May 21.—The senate 
distributed it3 attention among the 
three items in the tariff bill providing 
a duty on an extract of chestnut bark 
used in tanning, known as quebracho; 
on cotton seed oil and on white lead. 
On each of these articles the senate 
was led by the committee on finance, 
although the committee was induced 
lo change its original suggestions on 
both white lead and cotton seed oil. 
The lead duty fixed by the commit­ 
tee was originallv 2% cents per pound, 
but Mr. Curtis, a member of the com­ 
mittee, suggested a reduction of % 
cent a pound, bringing the figure down 
to 2% cents and Chairman Aldrich 
accepted the reduction. 
Even this increase over the house 
provision excited sharp criticism, es­ 
pecially from Mr. Curtis’ colleague, 
Mr. Bristow, who contended that, the 
duty would prove to be a direct tax 
on the consumer. When the vote 
was taken the committee obtained its 
triumph, the figures standing 41 to 32 
in favor of the Curtis amendment. As 
usual, Senators Beveridge, Bristow, 
Brown, 
Clapp, 
Cummins, 
Dolliver, 
Gamble, La Follette and Nelson voted 
with the Democrats. 
Senator Borah 
voted with the Republicans. 
Probably the most interesting con­ 
test of the day was that over the ques­ 
tion as to whether there should be 
any duty on cotton seed oil. 
Sena­ 
tors Tillman, Bacon and Money made 
an intense fight against the senate 
provision fixing a tariff of 3 cents a 
gallon, on the ground that it would 
injure the sale of cotton seed. 
After 
the controversy had gone on for some 
time, Mr. Aldrich withdrew the pro­ 
vision. 
Mr. La Follette sought to reduce 
the duty on quebracho to one-quarter 
of I cent a pound, but his amendment 
to that effect was rejected, 29 to 3S. 
Mr. Daniel led the fight for a higher 
rate, exciting much interest because 
of his advocacy of low duties in the 
past. The committee had reduced the 
house rate and the Virginia senator, 
In whose state are several quebracho 
factories, sought to have th at figure 
restored. He did not succeed and the 
duty was fixed at half a cent per 
pound instead of seven-eights of a 
cent as he proposed.

Efforts to Release the Mongolian From 
an Ice Pack Fail. 
St. Johns, N. F., May 21.—Notwith­ 
standing efforts to assist her, the Al­ 
lan liue steamer Mongolian, which has 
been wedged in an ice pack off the 
mouth of this harbor since Wednes­ 
day,

to the Allan boat.

The latter strike was called, it is 
alleged, on a building being construct­ 
ed by Samuel Grossman, who. it was 
stated, had complied with all require­ 
ments of the union concerned, but 
whose workmen 
nevertheless were 
called off. 
Solomon L. Lowenthal, Grossman’s 
attorney, was placed on the stand. 
Following a demand for $200 to settle 
the strike, he and his client, he said, 
called on F. A. Pouchot, who, with M. 
J. Boyle, is a co defendant in the case. 
“We found him in a little room in a 
saloon,’’ said the witness, “and I in­ 
quired why he had asked for money 
from Grossman. 
He looked hard at 
us for a moment and then said he was 
not fool enough to talk to both of us. 
Then he walked away. 
“The next day I went to see Mad­ 
den. 
He took me to a small room 
tinder the stairs of the saloon and I 
handed him $200. 
He slapped mo on 
the shoulder and said that work would 
be resumed on the building the next 
day.” 
Mr. Grossman followed Mr. Lowen­ 
thal and corroborated the testimony 
of the latter. 
The introduction of various agree­ 
ments and other documents, together 
with their identification by witnesses, 
completed the state’s case. 


Court Hold* They Were Proven and 
Grants W ife Divorce. 
New York, May 21.—Mrs. Helen 
Kelly Gould was granted an inter­ 
locutory decree of divorce from Frank 
J. Gould by Justice Gerard In the su­ 
preme court. The decision was ren­ 
dered on the report of Edward G. 
W hitaker, as referee, who decided that 
charges made against Gould had been 
proven. 
Mrs. Gould is allowed the sole cus­ 
tody of the two children of the mar­ 
riage, Helen M argaret and Dorothy 
Gould, from December to April, both 
inclusive, and the defendant may have 
them from May to November, subject 
to certain modifications. The defen­ 
dant is held responsible for the educa­ 
tion of the two children and also for 
their medical attendance. 
No provision is made for alimony 
for Mrs. Gould, nor is the name of 
any corespondent m^dHoned by her 
referred to. 
After setting forth th a t the referee 
has found that the material allegations 
in the complaint have been estab­ 
lished, Justice Gerard says in his or­ 
der: 
"And it appearing to the satisfac­ 
tion of this court that the defendant 
has been guilty as charged in the 
complaint, it is ordered and decreed 
that the said motion be granted and 
'he report of the referee confirmed in 
all respects and the marriage dis­ 
solved.” 
The Goulds were married in this 
city on Dec. 2, 1901.

■Washington, May 21.—In the pres­ 
ence of a distinguished gathering, the 
statue of Rev. Dr. John Witherspoon, 
famous Scotch Presbyterian clergy­ 
man, once president of Princeton uni­ 
versity, a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence and a member of the 
Continental congress, 
was unveiled 
with appropriate exercises. 
The ceremonies incident to the un­ 
veiling were conducted in the Church 
of the Covenant, in front of which the 
statue has been erected. 
John W. Foster, former secretary of 
•tate, chairman of the board of trus­ 
tees of the Witherspoon Memorial as­ 
sociation, presided and delivered an 
address, extolling the life and charac­ 
ter 
of 
the 
Revolutionary 
patriot. 
James 
Bryce, 
British 
ambassador, 
whose residence also overlooks the 
statue, and President Woodrow Wil­ 
son of Princeton university, likewise 
paid tribute to the 
noted 
Scotch- 
American. 
In attendance upon the unveiling 
were 
many direct 
descendants 
of 
Witherspoon. 
The statue is the first 
erected in this city by popular sub­ 
scription.

THE HOUSE FLY NUISANCE 
A campaign is being made against 
the house fly pestilence by men high up 
in the medical profession, and the words 
of warning send a shiver down the 
spine of a man who reads them and 
then sics down to a dinner table where 
the pesky pests swarm at will. 
The 
following extracts from the circular is­ 
sued by the Chicago board of health, 
every word of which is true, should be 
an incentive to lessen the evil and ward 
off contagion to as great an extent as 
possible: 
“ Flies are the dirtiest and the filth - 
est of all vermin. 
They are maggots 
before they are flies. 
They are born in 
filth, live on filth and carry filth around 
with them. 
“ Flies are known to be the carriers 
of millions of death-dealing disease 
germs and they leave some of these 
germs wherever they alight. 
“ The food you eat is a favorite ren­ 
dezvous for them. 
They come to your 
kitchen, to your dining table, to the 
baby's milk or the baby’s crib, fresh 
from the privy vault, from the garb­ 
age box, from the manure pile, from 
the cuspidor, f-om the contagious sick 
rooms, or from decaying animal and 
vegetable m atter with this sort of filth 
on their feet and in their bodies, and 
they deposit this filth on the food you 
are to eat, in the milk your baby is to 
drink or, perchance on the lips of the 
sleeping. 
“ You DO swallow the filth from privy 
vaults, from the garbage boxes, from 
cuspidors, etc., if you allow flies free­ 
dom of your house or if you eat where 
Hies have access to the foodstuffs. 
Pleasant thought, isn’t it? 
“ Flies may infect you with germs of 
tuberculosis, diphtheria, scarlet fever 
and other communicable diseases, as 
well as typhoid fever. 
After flies have 
feasted on the infectious m atter of a

Spreckels, who admitted 
covering a portion of the graft prose­ 
cution expense, again testified.

summary offered in evidence, it was 
declared that the total subscriptions 
received from all sources amounted 
to $213,391, all of which had been ex­ 
pended. 
Mr. Spreckels testified that 
he had personally given $138,478 of 
this amount, and from his declaration 
it was inferred that he was still self- 
obligated for an indefinite amount.

“We have obtained a little valuable 
furniture,'' Attorney Ringer is quoted 
as saying, “a few pens, a couple of 
bottles of ink and a few chairs.” 
“ Anything else?” he was asked. 
“Well, there was $4.10 in cash, and 
we found scores of creditors.” 
Employes of the bank have been 
detailed to make a search for a pri­ 
vate safety deposit box that the firm 
might have in this city. 
“The offices here m ust have had 
more than $4.10 when they closed,” 
said Ringer. 
“It may have been sent 
to New York before the receiver took 
charge. 
We have found on looking 
Into the books for two or three days 
before the crash many entries were 
omitted.” 
Adam A. Goodrich, who represents 
Tracy & Co., said he did not think 
losses of Chicago patrons would run 
over $150,000 and that the total lia­ 
bilities of the firm were not more than 
$1,250,000.

In the grand ballroom at Sherry’s, in 
New York, the other night Rodman 
Wanamaker, son of John Wanamaker, 
tendered a dinner to Colonel William 
F. 
Cody 
(Buffalo 
Bill) 
which 
will 
be long remembered by those who a t­ 
tended. 
It was suggested during the 
evening that a statue of an American 
Indian, 
with 
arm s 
outstretched 
in 
welcome to the world and matching 
in size the Liberty statue, be placed 
in New York harbor at the Hudson’s 
mouth. 
The memorial will be erected 
by Rodman W anamaker, son of John 
W anamaker. 
Colonel 
Cody 
voiced 
the proposition, and it was indorsed 
by General Nelson A. Miles, General 
Leonard Wood and General Horace 
Porter. 
It was a distinguished company that 
listened to Colonel Cody after he was 
presented by the toastmaster, Job E. 
Hedges. 
They applauded the colonel, 
wTho, with a bow to Sioux Chief Iron- 
shell and his son Henry, dressed in 
their w ar togs and feathers, first paid 
tribute to the great service rendered 
by Mr. W anamaker in sending expedi­ 
tions to the far west for the collection 
of historical material so that the van­ 
ishing red man should not go down in 
history with the real virtues of his 
great race unknown and unappreciated. 
“Mr. W anamaker has not told me 
w hat he intends to do for the Indian." 
said Colonel Cody. 
“I know the value 
of his expeditions, but I believe he has 
in mind some fu m ier way of perpetu­ 
ating the character of the race. I have 
an idea that the work now begun 
means a monument in the harbor as 
big as Liberty or bigger of an Indian 
with hands extended in welcome. 
“I have known the red man since I 
was a baby. I have known him on the 
w arpath and in peace, and I have 
known him to be always honorable in 
peace or war. 
He has been driven 
back over the country of which he 
once was lord. 
I have seen the bones 
of white men on Indian land, but nev­ 
er have I seen the bones of Indians on 
white men’s land.” 
General Miles, old Indian fighter and 
friend of Buffalo 
Bill, 
praised 
his 
scout and told stories of the plains. 
General Porter, who crossed the con­ 
tinent before the days of the first 
transcontinental railroad, said he had 
found Buffalo Bill the most reliable 
scout in the country, and Cody always 
knew where the best grass, water and 
whisky could be had. 


Differences Between Striking Marine 
W orkers and Employers. 
Detroit, May 
21.—That misunder­ 
standings between marine unions and 
the Lake Carriers’ association, which 
have resulted in the lake strike, might 
well be reconciled if the two parties 
would agree to a joint coherence, is 
tho conclusion announced by repre­ 
sentatives of the boaid of arbitration 
from six lake states who have been 
considering the strike situation here 
for three days.
